The vote on the amendments to’ the 
Grand Trunk Pacifio bargain was 
reached at 2 a.m. this-merning and 
resulted in the defeat of Mr. Ecrden’s 
amendment by a vote 116 to 61. The 
resolution was declared carried en the 
mame division. It was a strictly 
party vote. Puttee, labor represent- 
ative of Winnipeg, voted with the 
government agaiust the amendment. 
As the vote was net taken on the 
maic- motion, the record is that ~ he 
supports the motion, but he expressed 
himself as desirovs of voting against 
it as well aa against the amendment. 
He was: one of the last speakers in 
the debate and objected to the bar- 
Gain because it did not go ecfficiently 
far in) the direction of government 


~—ewnership. 


Considering’ the importance of the 
question the vote was small, but this 
was actounted for partly by the fact 
@hat the great Toronto fire had ecall- 
ed away sevéral of the members who 
live im that city. The recent death 

of E. Pacaud, editor of Le Soleil, of 
Quebec, and a leading Liberal politi- 
cian of that province, was also a fac- 
tor. Arrangeménts bad been made 
to reueh a vote on Thursday night, 
bot the funeral of Mr. Pacavd taking 
place on Thursbday called for the pre- 
sence of a number of Quebec mem- 
bers, By mutual agreement be- 
tween the parties it decided to 
bring the vote on on Wednesday 
night or Thursday morning, /in order 
tchna S friends of Mr. 


was 


able to respond to the cali of the 
whip in time for Thursday morning's 
vote, 

Of the debate it may be said that 
it was not of a very high character, 
ponsidering the tremendous import- 
ance of the question at issue. The 
mind of parlizment and of the. coun- 
try had been made up last year io the 
necessity of the construction of an- 
other transcontinental road. The 
questions arising from the proposal 
bad beea thrashed out then and there 
was 2 genera) feeling that little new 
was to be said. Thechanges in the 
contract received comparatively littie 
atiention from the opposition speak- 
ers; they conlining themselves rather 
to%*@ statement of their views on the 
gencral question, which ‘would be 
feast likely to clash with the opin- 
ious or inzerests of their various 
ponstituencies. It was decidedly no- 
ticeable that the bulk of the debate 
from the cpposition benches wis car- 
ried on by wembers outside of On- 
@ario and Quebec. As to the changes 
in the agreement, everyone feli that 
the railway was of such over-shadow- 


“ing importance that the changes were 


not sufficient to materially alter the 
case, 

In closing the debate on Thursday 
morning the Premier was in bis best 
form. He dealt lightly but forcibly 
with the few points which bad come 
up and clenched them cleverly, one 
after the other, in his own favor. The 
proposal to buy the C.P. R. from 
(North Bay to Winnipeg, made by 
toe leader of the opposition, was as 
etrong an endorsation as he, the Fre- 
mier, wanted for the plin which he 
had proposed. « If it was practicable 
Sor the C. P. R., the Grand Trunk, 
the Canadian Northern, :and the In- 
%ercolonial, to use the single track 
from North Bay to Winnipeg, it twas: 
surely much more practicable for the 
Grand Trunk, the Intercolonial, and 
the Canadian Northern to use the 
track which the government proposed 
te build at less cost to the couniry 
than the C. P. R. cenld be acquired 
Yor. The country needed competi- 
tion; the people of Manitoba had ai-

Last year a bargain — had 
been made with the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific Oompany, signed by the re- 
presentatives of that company and 
endorsed’ ‘by parliament. Why was 
further legislation necessary at this 
eessionf The reason is that the bar- 
gain of last year was made with the 
Grand Trunk Pasific Company, but 
in the face of the stringency in the 
money market, it became impomible 
for that company alone to fulfill the 
concitions. Jt was necessary to call 
in the assistance of the Grand Tronk 
Company, whieh was done. The Grand 
Trunk Company agreed to eome in 
and support the Grand Trunk Paci- 
lic enterprise, mike the $5,000,000 de- 
posit, guarantee the necessary bonds, 
etc.; but before assuming these lia- 
bilities it required that there should 
be certain relaxation in the financial 
‘terms. This relaxation was agreed 
upon between the government and 
the representatives of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The new terms were 
endorsed by the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany on the &th of Mareh and the 
$5,000,000 deposit put up. The reso- } 
lutions of this session, in accordance 
with the agreement arrived at, re- 
laxed the financial conditions as per
